(Statement in House of Commons, 
March 5, 1962, by the Hon. Cordon 
Churchill, re: War Veterans' Al¬ 
lowance Act and Amendment of 
Regulations). 

Last Tuesday I reviewed briefly 
the background of the relation¬ 
ship between War Veterans’ al¬ 
lowances and payments of Old Age 
Security Pension. 

I explained that the War Vet¬ 
erans’ Allowance Act has always 
been based on a means test, and 
that for the purpose of this means 
test the Old Age Security Pension 
has been considered as income ev¬ 
er since the Old Age Security Act 
was approved by Parliament. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Speak¬ 
er, I have been given — by the 
departmental officials — a copy 
of the notice which went out in 
1952, and which shows that, at 
the time, the amounts paid under 
the Old Age Security Act were to 
be computed as part of the in¬ 
come of War Veterans’ Allowance 
recipents. 

In spite of this earlier practice, 
the Government has given fur 
ther consideration to this problem 
and has come to the conclusion 
that War Veterans’ Allowance re¬ 
cipients and their spouses, who 
have reached the age of 70 years, 
should receive an additional bene¬ 
fit from the latest adjustment in 
the Old Age Security rate. 

I am pleased to inform the House 
that following my recommenda¬ 
tions, the Government has ap¬ 
proved a policy of considering as 
exempt income for the purpose 
of the War Veterans’ Allowance 
Act, $10.00 per month received by 
virtue of the Old Age Security Act 
by a recipient of War Veterans’ 
Allowances or his spouse. Or, $20 
per month if both are in receipt of 
an Old Age Security Pension. 

This amendment to the W.V.A. 
Regulations will be effective Feb¬ 
ruary 1, 1962.
